Later Details of Appalling 


Catastrophe Sickening 


Hundreds of Women and Children 


Were Trampled to Death 


Hospital Superintendent Expresses Befief That 1200 


of Slocum's Passengers are Dead—Heart Rending 


Scenes on Board Ill-Fated Steamer That 


Baffle Description—Captain of the 


Slocum Makes a Statement. 


New York, Juue 16.—(Bulletin.)— 


Superintendent Rickard, of 
Bellevue 


hospital, expressed his belief today 


that 1,200 of the 1,500 people "on bflard 


the Slocum are dead. 


UD to noon today 4G9 bodies had ar- 


rived^ at.tliejnprgue and seventy more 


were on their way aboard the tug Fi- 


delity. This makes the tptal number 


of dead received 539. 
One hundred 


and sixty-five bodies have been identi- 


fied and permits for their removal 


given. 


New York, June 16.—About two hun- 


dred and fifty feet from the New York 
shoe, off the place known as Hunt's 
Point, 4he upper part of a paddle box, 
two smokestacks, a scorched flagstaff 
and some twisted and bent iron work, 
all sticking out of the water at an 
angle of 45 degrees, today lie the rem- 
nants of the ill-fated steamboat, Gen- 
eral Slocum. 
It is a temporary and 


hideous monument at the scene where 
nearly 1,000 persons, the great bulk "of 
whom were women and children, lost 
their lives in fire and water. 


Today there are grave murmurings 


and charges that this terrible sacifiee 
of life was needless—that the officers 
o fthe boat, though their bravery is ad- 
mitted, erred when thgy drove the 
burning vessel for half a mile before 
beaching her, that the life belts were 
rotten and unserviceable and that the 
construction of the upper works of the 
boat were faulty. 


Long Island Sound this morning was 


covered with a thick white mist that 
settled around the wreck of the Slocum 
as if Sa an endeavor to cover the hor- 
ror spot with a huge white mantle. 'All 
through the night wrecking tugs hov- 
ered about the wreck, but the work of 
taking out bodies, which had been PUS- 
pended at midnight, was not resumed 
until the sun was well up in the heav- 
ens. Half a dozen divers were at work 
this morning. 


The number of dead even now cars 


only be estimated. 
Health Commis- 


sioner Darlington, who was at iha- 
scene all day yesterday and has watch- 
ed the horror in all its details, says the 
victims will number at least one thou- 
sand and will probably exceed that fig- 
ure. Five hundred bodies had been re- 
covered up to 9:P.O this morning and 
every half hour was adding ten and 
more to the list. 


It is known that nearly 1,500 persons 


boarded the Slocum when she left her 
pier yesterday morning. Less than 500 
have been accounted for at the hospi- 


tals and at home. The others are dead. 
Of the bodies recovered one hundred 
and a few ocid had been identified up 
to morning. 


District Attorney Jerome has en- 


gaged Fire Marshal Freel to assist him 
in making an. investigation into the 
causes of the accident. It is openly 
charged today that the life preservers 
were worthless because age had rotted 
the cork. 


Jacob Miller, a survivor, says that 


he tried six life preservers before he 
found one that did not fall apart when 
he tried to attach it around his body. 


Miller said: 
'"When I saw that \ 


must jump into the water I reached up 
and took down a life preserver. As I 
grasped it to lift it down, it fell apart 
and the cork dust came down in a 
fchower. I took another and while I 
was adjusting iti it fell apart. I tried 
si xbefore I found one that was of any 
possible seivice. 
Many others tried 


the life preservers wufi the same re- 
sults I had." 


President Barnaby, 01 me Knicker- 


bocker Steamboat company, owners of 
the General Slocum, this morning de- 
clared that if any loss of life was due 
to defective apparatus the blame rests 
on the government inspectors. 


Supervising Inspector Rodie said 


this morning that within a few days an 
exhaustive inquiry into the disaster 
would be held. He -said that his rec- 
ords showed that the boat was prop- 
erly equipped. 


The day of "disaster was followed by 


a night of horror and grief at the 
morgue, where over 400 bodies lay in 
silent rows sPwaiting identification. 
Each hour brought more bodies from 
the waters in and about the wreck and 
the work of identification proceeded 
slowly. 


The scenes at the morgue 
were 


heart-breaking. 
All night and today 


hundreds with faces 
drayn in grief 


and blanched in horror passed between 
the lines of dead looking for their lost 
ones. Fifty police assisted in the work 
of finding the dead. Now and Inen a 
party of searchers 
halted before a 


corpse, believing that they had found, 
their own, only to pass on again to look 
elsewhere. Many of the dead 
were 


burned and charred bej'ond recognition 
and some times an identification was 
^ 


effected by a piece of clothing or a 
ring. Many wil! have to be buried 
without identification. 


All through the night the work went 


on, while, now and then, above 
the 


moans and cries, an agonizing shriek 
would teil of another identified 
dead. 


Many fainted when they discovered 
their lost ones. One wonia". Mrs. Lena 
Rosske, after an 
all night search 


among the dead, found her teih-ycar-olii 


daughter at the morgue this morning. 
With a wild cry she dashed for the 
river and was about to throw herself 
into the waters. She was seized br 
the police. The woman drew a vial of 
carbolic acid from her pocket and was 
about to drink it when the bottle was 
knocked from her hands. The woman 
is now raving mad. 


Jacob Denensch found his daughter, 


Lena, in a dying condition at Lebanon 
hospital. 
He hunted all dajr for his 


wife and family and finally found her 
at the morgue. His wife's body was 
burned beyond recognition, but ho 
identified her fcy means of a ring. Craz- 
ed with grief, he ran to the edge of the 
pier and was about to throw himself 
overboard when he was seized. 


"Let me go," he pleaded, "let me 


die. 1 am lefc , without all that 
was 


clearest to me in life. I must die with 
them." 


"I am satisfied that fully 1,000 have 


lost their lives in this disaster,' said 
Commissioner Darlington today, "this 
estimate being made after carefully- go- 
ing over the entire accident. 
There 


were ?,500 persons on the boat. Only 
two hundred of these were cared for at 
North Brothers Island hospital. The 
ruins of the boat are still choked with 
bodies." 


Superintendent Rickard, of Bellevus 


hospital, said this morning: 
"It wil! 


take days anTTftays to identify all the 
bodies. In all my eighteen years of 
hospital experience this j£ the most ap- 
palling accident I ever heard of. I be- 
iieve that 1,200 people are dead." 


St. Mark's Germaa Lutheran church, 


the parishioners of which hired 
the 


Slocum for a Tiappy day, but wljich 
proveff a day of death, stands, on East 
Sixth street, between the Bowery and 
Second avenue. 


An idea of the terrible strain under 


which the people labored ,inay oe ob- 
tained from incidents in the neigh- 
borhood. Late last night a crowd of 
tearful frantic women, rushed toward 
a young woman who alighted, band- 
p.ged and burned from a car. A man 
put his arm about her and half carried 
nor to the curb. One white haired 
woman in the crowd rushes to the 
girl's side, and clutched at her shoul- 
der. With 
painful 
effort 
the girl 


turned her head. A glad cry escaped 
the old woman. 


"Thank God," she cried, "you 
are 


here." 


The girl put her airras about the old 


woman's neck and uttered 
the one 


word "mother." 
The crowd cheered 


and then assited the reunited ones to 
their home nearby. 


Tn front of the 
house of Edward 


Klein, at 31 Avenue A, a sympathetic 
crowd was gathered this morning. He 
had lost his entire family. Crepe, some 
white, some black, hangs from many 
doors today and the death emMems 
are constantly being added to. 


Half crazed after his terrible exper- 


ience, Captain Van Schaick of the 
Slocum, lies in Lebanon hospital, a 
prisoner. He was.removed to the hos- 
pital from the Alexander avenue po- 
lice station after he had collapsed. 


In .reply to the charges that he 


might have saved scores of lives, had 
hC beached his vessel immediately 
after the fire wad discovered instead 
of running her up the river for nearly 
a mile to North Brotners Island, Capt 
Van/.Schaick said today: 
i 


"I think there were about 
3,400 


passengers aboard the Slocum. I took 
the v'essel up the river slowly and 
was bearing over toward Sunken 
Meadows when my blood turned cold 
at the sight of fire issuing from 
the 


compar.ionways. I sounded the alarm 
for the fire drill and left 
the pilot 


house to direct the crew in fighting 
the flames. I was met by a terrible 
rush of panic stricken people. 
The 


situation was beyond the control of 
fny man. I stood powerless to ston 
the panic among the passengers. The 
flames spread like lightning. I ran 
back to the pilot house- and swung th-i 
boat over towards North 
Brothers 


Island. Men, women and 
children 


were jumping overboard. My God, 
what a sight it was to me. I ran for 
the Sand Spit of the island and con- 
tinually signaled to the engine room to 
crowd on every pound of steam. 


"I knew that I could have saved 


some time by running into the docks 
on the west shore of the liver, but I 
did not do this because I fearedthat 
the burning ship might cause one of 
the big gas tanks on the river front 
to explode. If I ui<| wrong in. mailing 
ihe longer run to 3 
and I have a lifetii le to regret it. 1

The captain's hat 
was burned from his head and his 
clothing was on fire when he leaped 
into the water. He' nad also accom- 
plished what he bad started out to do 
—to beach his boat—before he tried 
to save hinfself.

The mystery as to.the cause of the 


fire may never be cleared. Wo one 
can be found who actually saw the 
fire start. It is known however, that 
ihe blaze flareS up first near the lunch 
counter forward onjthe lower deck. 


APPALLING 


Is the Steamer Disaster, Tragic in Its 


Immensity—Further Details Are 


Given."*" 


New York, Juae 16.—This morning 


the coroners announced that 485 bod- 
ies had been recovered from ihe de- 
stroyed excursion steamer General Slo- 
cum. 
Before leaving North 
Brothers 


Island this morning Coroner Darling- 
ton said' that probably 100 more 
corpses are stall in the hull ol the 
wrecked vessel. 


The destruction of this excursion 


steamer, which carried probablv 2.00J 
people, fully 600 of whom lost 
their 


lives and many others were seriously 
injured or badly burned, is one-of the 
most appalling di -asters in the history 
of New York, tragic in its immensity, 
graphic in its episodes and deeply pa- 
thetic in the tender age of most of its 
victims. As telegraphed in these dis- 
patches to The Advocate yesterday aft- 
eruoon, the disaster took place in the 
East river at Hell GaLe, at the en- 
trance to Long Island Sound, within a 
short distance of the New York shore 
and within sight of thousands of peo- 
ple, the majority of whom were power- 
less to minimize the extent of the 
catastrophe. 


By the burring to the water's edge 


of the General Slocum, a three-decked 
excursion steamer, the largest in these 
waters, carrying t'ie Sunday school ex- 
cursion of the St .Mark's German Luth- 
eran church, more t^an six hundred 
persons, the majority of whom were 
women and children, were burned to 
death or drowned by jumping over- 
board or by being thrown into the 
whirlpools by the lurching of the ves- 
sel and the frantic nish of the panic- 
stricken passenger. 


Approximately fne hundred bodies 


have been recovered and are now be- 
ing tasked at the nijrgues of Beilevue 
hospital and Karl"n

crowds were watching the gaily dcco- i 
rated steamer from r'le shore, the Gen-' 
era! Slocum took fir-\ and as the age 
of the vessel, 13 years, had resulted in 
the well-seasoning of the wood with 


which she was almost entirely built, 
she was soon a mass of flames. 


The race to North Brother Island 


was horribly dramatic. It was made 
while the flames, which had been fan- 
nCvi into ^ f^ry !»,, *.uv 
»u*jUt> iiicui 


wicd, were consuming Hundreds of per- 
sons, old and young. The scene was 
one of frightful panic, with ir*en, wo 
men and children jumping overboard 
rnd being lashed by the channel whirl 
pools against the vessel's sides. Wo 
men and children were crowded .to- 
gether on the hurricane deck, which 
soon burned away and fell, and it is 
believed that ,-nost of. those on this 
deck were burned. 


The after rail gave way and the pas- 


sengers who had crowded about it 
were pushed into the river. 
Mothers 


and children became separated 
and 


went frantic, while in several cases 
fathers gathered their children about 
them and jumped into the water. Lit- 
tle children holding each other by the 
hand jumped into the water together 
and were afterward found clasped in 
each other's arms. 
It is alleged that 


men fought with women to escape, re- 
sulting in the trampling under foot of 
scores of children. 


Scores of tugs and small boats rush 


ed to the rescue and men crowded to 
the rails ot the tugs and caught up the 
drowning persons as they were borne 
by the current. 
There weve many 


thrilling rescues by this means. 


North Brother Island, where the ves- 


sel was beached, contains a scarlet fe- 
ver ward. Ihe patients who witnessed 
the disaster were ordered indoors and 
tie doctors hastened to the rescue of 
those who had been washed ashore, 
but some scores of persons died while 
they were being attended to. 


BATTLE AT TELISSA 


LITTLE BOY 


Saved Pour Children, But 
Was Run 


Down by Launch When Trying to 


Save ihe Fifth. 


New York, June 16.—Little Willie 


Elcotz, a 11-year-old boy, is supposed 
to have been drowned, but before he 
gave up his own life he saved the 
Jives of four other children! 
As soon 


as he f>aw The water full cf little chil- 
dren he leaped overboard and began 
the work of rescue. He held two chil- 
dren's heads above the water until a 
boat came along and picked them up, 
then s\\arn to another child and saved 
that. A fourth child he just managed 
to hold up until help came, and he was 
swimming for a fifth wnen a gasoline 
launch with an excited pilot came 
along at great speed. The pilot of the 
launch evidently didn't see the little 
fellow, for he crashed into him and the 
boy was not seen again. He was prob- 
ably drowned. 


SURVIVOR 


Tells of the Awful Struggle on Board 


the Burning Steamer—Kis Family 


Perished. 


New York, June 16.—Many of those 


aboard the Slocum \\ho had lost tlleir 
dear ones, and later fathers of families 
who had come to search for wives and 
children among the long rows of dead 
at North Brothers' Island and other 
places which had been turned into tem- 
porary morgues, were literally crazed. 


Among flhese was Frederick 
Hoff- 


man, a fireman attached to engine No. 
25. He was hardly able to talk, but 
finally managed to show that his entire 
family, with the exception of his wife, 
had been lost Those who died almost 
before his eyes were his mother, his 
sister-in-law and his two children. 


"The scene was simply awful, horri- 


ble," he says,- "Hundreds of women 
and children were pushed into the v/a- 
ter and drowned before our eyes.

BATTLE IN PROGRESS. 


London, June 1G—The correspondent 


of the Central News at Liao Yang tel« 
egraphed as follows: The fighting at 
Arafangow (about 55 miles north of 
Port Arthur) was renewed and is still 
proceeding. No details ara obtainable 
but there are persistent rumors that 
the Russians were partly successful, 
destroying three squadrons of cavalry 
and making prisoners of sixty men. 
The Russian casualties in the fighting 
were three hundred and eight men 
tilted or Bounded. The Japanesa cas- 
ualties are not known. 


BATTLE AT VAFANGOW. 


Liaoyang, June 16.—The battle of 


Vafangow lasted till 8 o'clock Tuesday 
evening. Tin, Japanese, in tremendous 
force, attacked this Hussiaa position, 
but T\ere repulsed with terrible loss. 


It is repented that three squadrons 


of Japanese dagoons were absolutely 
wiped out and that 6C men were cad- 
tined. The Russian losses were 311 
men. 
Colonel Knvasteroff, command- 


ing the Fiist Rifle regiment, waa 
billed. 


According to the latest reports re- 


ceived .here the Russian troops wert 
attacking the Japanese at 6 o'clock 
Wednesday morning, but no paiticu- 
lirs are obtainable.

Cnow and Lun Koo. discovered on its 
right flank a great force of Japanese 
calvalrv. An engagement ensued, and 
accorcling to the latest dispatches^ 
f.ghting is proceeding all along the 
line, the Japanese having obtained re- 
inforcements from Vafangow, consist- 
ing of three infantry divisions With 
irtillery and cavalry.

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THE STEAMER DISASTER. 


The telegraph yesterday afternoon 


brought to Newark news of the 
ap- 


palling disaster which befo'l a crowd- 
ed excursion steamer near New York 
City. Over 500 bodies have already 
been recovered, many remain in the 
hold of the vessel and doubtless many 
will die from injuries received. 
The 


officials say the death list will exceed 
l.ooo. 


The heart is made sick by the ac- 


couifts of the terrible catastrophe and 
a distressing feature is that the ma- 
jority of the victims were women and 
children who had left the great city 
to enjoy the pleasures of a Sunday 
school excursion up the river. 


Happy in the enjoyment, of the out- 


ing, delighted by the steamship ride, 
the boys and girls and their parents 
were in joyous spirits wnen suddenly 
as the huge steamer, crowded with 
perhaps 
2,uOO souls, 
was _ passing 


through the seething 
whirlpools of 


Hell's Gate, the flames burst fcrfi and 
enveloped the entire vessel before 
a 


landing could be made. The captain 
stated that it was impossible to beach 
the sliip and before North Brothers 
Island was reached the awful slaugh- 
ter had been, accomplished. The panic 
was indescribable. Women, crazed with 
fright, fought and clawed to escape 
Strong men apparently forgetting the 
hundreds 
of 
women 
anrl children 


trampled them down in an effort 
to 


save themselves 
Little children pan- 


ic •atricketo either fell into the seeth- 
ing furnace or .lumped overboard zo 
meet death in another form 


No pen can -write the awful terror 


of those moments yet with the sick- 
ening details of the horror comes news 
of the heroism arid 
self-sacrifice 
of 


many noble people, not the least be- 
ing a little boy who plunged into the 
water from 
the steamer and suc- 


ceeded in saving four other children 
who were •inabl'' to swim, then in- 
stead of saving himseif, the lad brave- 
ly swam out to save a fifth, but was 


tun down and drowned by a passing 
launch. 


By the destruction of ihe General 


Slocum nearly ha'f of ahe members of 
St. Mark's German Lutheran Sunday 
School were Killed 
In the panic that 


reigned mothers became 
separated 


from their childi-en and in the 
fteht 


for life each battled for himself. The 
choice lay between death by fire or 
death by drowning. The river was the 
grave for half of the victims while the 
burning ship was the 
crematory of 


the other half. 


Witnesses on shore agrue with the 


survivors that many more lives could 
1-ave been saved had 
the captain 


beached his ship when 
informed of 


the blaze. 


The fire started in the kitchen of 


the boat but whether from an over- 
timing pot of grease, from the light- 
ed stump of a cigar, or from another 
cause has not as yet been learned. 


The General Slocum disaster stands 


unequaled in recent years for 
its 


magnitude and the horror save by the 
frightful 
Chicago theatre 
disaster 


which is still fresh in memory. 


The <aptain and pilots of the ill- 


fated vessel have been arrested 
and 


undoubtedly a rigid inquiry will be 
made. 
Whilp this investigation can 


be of no value to the hundreds of vic- 
tims of this disaster it may result in 
permanent good in the better ecuip* 
rnent of excursion steamers for pro- 
tection asaiust fire, just as the Iro- 
ri'iois theatro horror resulted in the 
equipment of fheatrep all over 
the 


country with better fire escapes 
and 


more complete fire fighting apparatus.

Too Great. 


New York, June 16.—While the panic 


onTboard the Slocum wa«*at its worst 
the members of the band, seated on 
the upper deck, kept on playing. 


Finally the jam became so great that 


they could not use xheir instruments, 
and the men gave their attention to 
trying to quiet the men, women and 
children. 


August Snyder, a cornet player, had 


his wife and three children on the boat. 
H ehad told them not to go far from 
the band stand, and while the excite- 
ment was at its worst they stood near. 
When playing was impossible, Snyder 
rushed to his family and took up in 
his arms their litile girl, three years 
old. 


In a few minutes the deck upon 


which they stood collapsed. Snyder 
says, and he saw his wife and two chil- 
dren disappear, being carried down 
with the debris. He fell in the water, 
the child still clasped in his arms, and 
they were rescued by the crew of a tug. 


PARALLELED 


By the Iroquois Theater Disaster is the 


Destruction of Steamer General 


Slocum. 


New York, June 16.—The holocaust 


in which the Sound steamer General 
Slocum burned and in which nearly 
half of the members of the congrega- 
tion and Sunday school of the St. 
Mark's German Lutheran church lost 
their lives, is paralleled only by the 
Iroquois theater disaster of last win- 
ter. 


The following statistics show that 


aside from the eruption of Mt. Pelee 
and the annihilation of Martinique the 
Slocum disaster is the worst of the 
twentieth century: 


June 15, 1904, General Slocum burn- 


ed in the Hell Gate, Bast river.

Duration of the fire, 30 minutes.

The fire lasted 20 minutes.
